The Metropolitan Ftdice A-'omniiasionert held a

private nesaion yeiterdnv, and prepared tever.il
conuuuriicatioiia to tho Aldermen and Coune'Jineu
and (dher otlitialn, but we believe undertook no ex¬

ecutive acte.

The Democratic members in the Board of Alder¬
men last night made u formal protest against the
new Charter and other laws, aud then proceeded
to business. The protest is of no possible effect,
except to prore how very silly people can make
themselves. They gratified their spite by refusint»
to read communications from the Tolice aud City
Hall Commissioners.

In the Board of Councilmen DO business of con¬

sequence was done, beyond adopting an ordinance
for the reorganization of tho Legislathe Depart¬
ment.

Vt'e have newspapers from Kansas to the 'Jd of
May and letters to a later date, some of which we

give in another column. The taking of tho censut,
Bl will be seen by one of these lettert, in most of
the countiei where the population is exclusively or

mainly Free-State, has been eutirely neglected,
lu fact, many of these counties are without nny or¬

ganization or officers under the bogus laws, for w ant
of inhabitants willing to accept the places.
What will fioveinor Walker do under these cir¬

cumstances' One of the professed objects of the
census is to furnish a basis for the apportionment of
tbe Delegates. The duty ol making that appor¬
tionment belongs to the Governor, w hich is the only
linger which this piece of bogus legi*h,tion allows
him to hare in this constitutional pie. What will
Mr. Walker do in the premises To go on aud
make an apportionment based upon these ti aa,
fraudulent, ai.d deficient returns, would be to nnke
himself a direel party to thia attempt to paek tbe

Men of a hard disposition
are occasionally placed at the head of them; or it
ia found to require much leaa effort and thought to

punish a difficult lubject than to plan for hii re¬

formation. A contracted economy puti in inferior
Huerintendenta; and, in charitable institutions
as elsewhere, the narrow-minded and dull are

mott often cruel. In many citie«. the
Home of Refuge u really a house of

puuiibtnetit, and differs from a prison only in the
somewhat better order and method. It ha« all the
hiirdness, all the disgrace, of a prison, and the
ci urti come finall) to commit to in charge only
the convicted, and not the unfortunate or vagrant,
liable to crime, as was the original purpose.
The Chicago Reform School ii illuitrious as hav¬

ing applied a principle in its government new to

moit of our American Reformatories.tbe appeal
to the sense of honor and to tbe emulation of its

subjects. All the wo, id knows what wonderful
efli cts have been wrought at Mettrai on the Kreuch
gamin* and coLviet boys by the free application of
tltict principle. Mr. Nichols, the Superintendent of
tbe Chicago School, has the credit of having iuiliated
it-iii America. His Init tution, lupported by a city
tai at an annual expense of only (3,600, has been
in < peratiou now eome eighteen months, for the
tieatment of vagabonds and criminals, who are al¬

ready gathering in that young city.a class as idle,
filtbv and ungoverued, probably, ai in any of our

larger U'Wns, There have been under its charge
1"1 boys and one girl. During all this time, no cor¬

poreal punishment baa been used; no bars or bolti
have b»en necessary everything has been thrown

open, the boys being even sometimes permitted to
visit ti e city; and though the Institution has b-en.
during some of the time, through want of funds,
plaet-d in the same building with a slaughter-house,
only a very «.mall number of the boys have run

away.
Mr. Nichols has established grades of honor,

which draw after them substantial benefits. The
Eh col i« divided into some five classes, each class
ha\ing live grades. The fifth grade in tire first
ein-s is tLe highest, and the name of the lad who

gaini it is registered in u peculiar book iff honor.

character. He attains to a certain degree of «elf-

government: he feels at least a higher sentiment

in keeping up its credit. The motto over the door
of tbe building U "We are one family," and Mr.
Nichols laboriously seeks nlro to carry out that
idea. He and Ihn family eat w ith the boys: they
go together on excursions; they mineralize to¬

gether, and at table he either tells a story or

one of the in with a good voice givts a long. The
greatest and most disgractful punishment, as he
quietly states, which the hardest of the boys most

dreads, is for " the Superintendent to take the
"bicad and water as ;t substitute for » hardened
"culprit." Thus, however, is aajlj employed in
extreme cases.

The whole institution has hardly been long
enough at work to judk-e of its final effects, but
we do not tMdicvo there is another Reformatory in
the 1'nitcd States which could let a dozen of its
lame boys go off for a visit to a city, and ever

expi ct |0 see them all again. ' The more we give
"them, trusting to their honor, the more honor
" they show." writei the Superintendent. During
the last six months, in w hich they have bad the
least restraint, there have been the fewest escape*.
What a step in advance d«*'s this method show
over the usual means of discipline.the bolts and
cells and whippings' It pmves what enlightened
b. iicvoleuce has so long been laboring to make
manifest, that the characters most under debasing
influences are still susceptible of an appeal to the
higher sentiments. It seems hard for tbe world to
be convinced that the outcast vagaboud has yet his
tender and generous lide.

We notice that there i* more :.ian the ujual ex¬

citement in regard to the probable price of this
year's clip of Wool. The opinion is generally preva¬
lent among the fanners that the price will be «ori-
otisly affected by the operation of the new tariff,
which makes all wool free that costs twenty
cent* or under at the port of embarkation. If in¬
voices are honestly made, this alteration will not
materially affect the finer wools that have hereto¬
fore formed the bulk of the production in the
United States. The competing wools are the Aua-
tialiau, and part of the South American, which
correspond to oar merinocs. Those wools are now

comparatively higher in London than iu New-York;
so mach so, indeed, that it will bo aa object for
manufacturers to purchase our wools at prices in
advance of bst year.
The change w hich has been going on in the farm¬

ing of the older States since 1840 hag been more

marked in sheep husbandry than any other branch.
From le-10 to I860, the total increase in the num¬

ber of sheep was not far hrom five millions, while
the decrease was about three mülions, leaving the
actual increase at only some two millions in the ten

years, w hereas by the natural law of increase the
entire stock should have been at least double,]. The
decrease w as in the older States, most of it in New-
England and New-York, and almost entirely in fine-
woored sheep. In the State of New-York alone,
iince 1?40, the decrease exceed* four millions, and
there were not as many sheep in this State in 1*00
as in 1881. Since l?öU, there has been no sensible
increase in any State, while there has been during
the last three yeare a decrease in Ohio and Michi¬
gan. Hut the lowest point has probably biv:i
reached in the older States. The tine-wooled
.beep have been exterminated, and the eoarse-

wooled mutton sheep are now fast taking their pfae.
We may henceforth look for a gradual increase in
numbers', and a large increase in the amount of
meat brought to market. It re this kind of irooJ
that will DC most affected in price by the introduc-
tion of free wool. The quantity, however, ttf pfet-
eut is uot large, and cannot be materially affect>-d
this year, nor until foreign wool markets show a

decline from pre-ent prices.
The clip of this jear will not be equal to tint of

the !art, *o that no surplus can be accumulated and
held o\er to bear down price*. DOf i* there DOW

any surplus for dealers or itLinufacturers to fall
back upon. The Bui] n.r.ui- the] h ive tu trighten the
fanners into low prices, w ill be to BUtke theiu believe
that large stocks of foreign wool are to be brought
iu at low price* under the new tariff.

Better grade« of colonial, and have thereby ea-

hacced th - value of all «rof Cape aad Austra¬
lian « wils, as well aa tbe betW grade* of Hoath
American. If it wem oot fur the unsatisfactory
condition of the market for woolen foods, the pries»
of wool, ow ing t«i the decreases! production, would
rule higher in this market than fur many years
past. f*o precarious and unsatisfactory has been
the market for some two or three years that the
manufacturing has not increased; for, while our

own clip has not increaaed, the importations of
wool for the past year hare fallen off nearly five
millions of pounds as compared with the three past
years.
There is no good reason why the farmers shonld

dispose of their wool at any leas price than they ob¬

Mr. Charles Fpham, at present a member of tbe
Senate of Massachutetts, twk occasion of the dis¬
cussion in that body of the resolves for a contin¬

gent grant of pecuniary aid to Kansas, to favor the

public with a very elaborate historical dissertation
on the subject af territorial cessions by the States
and tbe ordinance of 17-7. in which, however, he
falls into some t< u.arkable mistakes.
He represents it as the sole difference between

tho Anti-Slavery proviso originally offered by Mr.
Jefferson in 17-4, and that adopted in 17-7 on the
motion of Mr. Fane, that the latter was nuidcred
palatable to the slaveholders by having annexed to

it a proviso for tie surrender iff fugitive slaves
whence Mr. Fpham insists upon regarding the
ordinance of 17-7 as a compact between the slave-

holding and non-slavebolding States, by which the
South agreed tobe satisfied with the future restric¬
tion of Slavery to the States in which it then
existed, in consideration of the agreement of the
North to allow the reclamation of fugitive slaves
within their limits,

Put in laying the foundation for this conclusion,
upon wlich Mr. Fpham appears to pride himself
as a great historical discovery, he makes
two singular oversights. The proviso as

originally offered by Jefferson extended to mil the
Western territory.both that already ceded Borth
ofthe Ohio, and that which Virginia, the CsutvliBSM
and Georgia were expected to cede south of the
Ohio; whereas Danes's proviso extended only to

the territory north of the Ohio; and we are in¬
clined to think that it was this difference.tins
leaving all the territory south of the < )hio out of the
proviso.which reconciled the Southern members
to vote for it. It was, in fact, a territorial compro¬
mise precisely similar to that made afterward,
in 1820, with relation to the territory west of the
Mississippi.
Put the bjtiuder into which Mr. Fpham, under

the delu-ive idea of a great historical and consti¬
tutional discovery, has suffered himself to fall re¬

specting the rendition of fugitive slaves, is still
more glaring. The provision on this subject con¬

tained in the ordinance of 1767, so far from giving
to the slaveholders, as Mr. Fpham seems tosuppose,
a right of reclaiming their fugitive slaves any
where in the Free States, is expressly limited in
terms to a reclamation within the territory north
of the Ohio. It has indeed been conjectured w ith
plausibility that the clausa on the subject of the
rendition of fugitives from service now contained
in the-FcJeral Constitution, was borrowed by its

framers from tie cm'Cnco * 17^' whirh ^
been adopted B little wbi'a b«or3; vilt H so, this

was to give to it an enti.vly new app.'.'."Ht'uui *u'^

an extension which, as it ci uld not have bcu for-
seen by the members who voted for the ordinance,
could not possibly have served as any induce nent

for consenting to the prohibition of Slavery north
of the Ohio.
